Prominent 
men talk a great deal—probably they 
also eat a great deal—resolutions are 
passed or defeated. Then they break 
up, without anything decisive having 
been accomplished. So far as we can 
see existing situations are in no wise 
altered, and the conferences must 
represent quite a sum in expense 
money. 

Yet ihere is tne possibility, even 
the likelihood, that more is accom¬ 
plished than appears on the surface.

consequence has been far reaching. 
Yet it is impossible for Canada to 
get along without its railway trans¬ 
portation system. Geographical con¬ 
ditions determine this. All will con¬ 
cede that the railway lias been the 
chief means of national development, 
it has colonized the country, opened 
up remote districts, built branch lines 
This means inevitably an mllux of 
merchants with business all benefit- 
ting by the outlay of the railroads. 

But overnight the truck business 
has sprung up, light-heartedly sweep¬ 
ing up the sources of railway revenue 
and bound by no such restrictions as 
govern the railway. The truck sys¬ 
tem builds no roaii beds but rs per¬ 
mitted the use, and abuse of the peo¬ 
ple’s highway under a relatively 
small fee. | 

The railways operate-under a>com- 
mon carriers' law witli the supervis¬ 
ion of the Railway Commission. They 
must accept freight at rates fixed by 
tlie board. The trucks accept or re¬ 
ject under their own pleasure. 

There should be some method of 
adjusting the relative responsibilities 
of truck lines and railroad lines. If 
railways reiused to operate, there 
v.-ould be a wild protest, yet hjnv can 
they continue uriHef such active com- 
^petition. 

It is said that in some centres 
with heavy railroad payrolls, the em¬ 
ployees are advised -to patronize only 
those who patronize the railroads. 
* Whether this is true or not, it seems 
, only a reasonable effort toward self 
preservation. . „ 

Undoubtedly the truck system 
gives speedier service, but that ac¬ 
counts for only a part of their busi¬ 
ness. It may be tl^ey are cheaper in 
instances, but tttis is possible be¬ 
cause of their proportionately small 
outlay. The railroads have made the 
present conditiorrs-possiWe—t hrough 
heavy initial outlay and costly main¬ 
tenance: This mUst not 'Tie utterly 
disregarded. , 

The general public shows a grow¬ 
ing disposition to see tiuok traffic 
more strictly reguluted. It is a use¬ 
ful product of the age, hut it is too 
often a menace to general welfare on 
the highways and undoubtedly, it 
wreaks quite disproportionate havoc 
on the highways. It has “free lanc¬ 
ed” very profitably so far, but it 
should be governed by restrictions 
which put it more nearly on a basis 
with the railways.

Just Another Swindle Perpetuated on

Inquiries have been made at the 
Alberta University regarding King 
Tut wheat, which is supposed to have 
come from the tomb- of Tutankhamen 
at Luxor, Egypt. It might be frank¬ 
ly stated that this is pure “bunk.” 
There is not the slightest possibility 
of such ancient wheat germinating 
today. This King Tut wheat is noth¬ 
ing more than a revival of the old 
swindle game of selling undesirable 
wheat, together with much misinfor¬ 
mation, to unsuspecting farmers. The 
wheat is usually known as Egyptian, 
and belongs to the class Triticum 
turgidum. In the seed trade it is 
sometimes sold as Alaska, Mifacle, 
Seven-headed, Egyptian Wonder, and 
now as King Tut. Every few years 
some unscrupulous individuals seem 
to revive the old variety under a new 
name, and sell it at exorbitant pri¬ 
ces. 

Egyptian wheat is easily disting¬ 
uished by its branched head. This 
character gives it the appearance of 
being very productive, but as a mat 
ter of fact it does not yield as well 
as the commonly grown varieties of 
good bread wheats. It is of very poor 
milling and baking quality; for bread 
making it is very undesirable. 

If Egyptian wheat or any other 
wheats of the same type were grown 
to any extent in Alberta it would 
have a most depressing effect on 
both the local and foreign markets. 
Our export grain containing mixtures 
of commercial grade. High and uni¬ 
form quality in Canadian export 
grain is now more necessary than ev¬ 
er, since tha struggle in the world 
grain markets grows more severe ev¬ 
ery year.

We often hear that wages should 
not be diminished because it is the 
amount of wages and their purchas¬ 
ing power which make production 
possible. 

However there is another element 
which must be considered. 1 believe 
that a system will be found by which 
apove the wages due laborers, theca 
will also be a division of the profits 
of a company on a more equitable 
basis than exists today. 

Capital is absolutely powerless un¬ 
less labor is joined with it and labor 
can do little, even with mountains ol 
resources,, unless capital is joined 
with it. These necessary partners 
should have a fair division of surplus 
profits between them, instead of the 
excess profits being turned over to 
the directors of a company in t».e 
form of bonuses. There should be 
some means of insuring a fair divis¬ 
ion of wealth amongst those who pro¬ 
duce it. 

j Take an example. Not long ago 
' there was a celebrated law suit in tne 
j United States of America. The Beth¬ 
lehem Steel Company was proposing 
| to absorb another large industry, and 
| the directors of the two companies 
1 had come to an agreement and ar-' 
I ranged a plan, but a minority of the 
shareholders took exception to tne 
plain, and a law suit ensued. 1 follow¬ 
ed the progress of that law suit care¬ 
fully, and these facts came out be¬ 
fore the judges; that the president of 
the Bethlehem Steel Company, in ad¬ 
dition to the salary which was voted 
to him by the directors and approved 
by the shareholders, drew the sum of 
$1,262,000 as a bonus on the year’s j 
operation; and, more astounding still, j 
' four of the higher officials of the ' 
Bethlehem Steel Company had, to¬ 
gether with the president, drawn out 
a little more than four and a half 
million, dollars ,^*qfpte any return was 
made to the shareholders in any 
shape or form. Yesterday I took up 
a United States newspaper and found 
that the president of a tobacco com¬ 
pany had received in the last year of 
his incumbency $1,220,000 in addition 
to his salary, and that five vice-presf 
dents took out about $500,000 divid¬ 
ed as bonuses amongst themselves.— 
Sir George Foster. 


Independent oil companies of .Tur¬ 
ner Valley are, according to the Tri- 
City Observer, doing quite a business 
in unrefined gasoline. Last week 
trucks arrived from east of Edmon¬ 
ton and distant points, with about 
100 trucks arriving during the week.

Calgary Member Explains Difficulties 
Maintaining Air Mail

The air mail operations of 1930 
faced a loss of $2,000,000 and this 
fact suggests tjie possibility that the ( 
air mail service in Canada may be j 
temporarily curtailed. This is an 
opinion expressed by Dr. Stanley to I 
the Calgary press, when asked about 
the future of air mail operations. 

“Actual air mail service,” said Dr. 
Stanley, “is restricted to a small ma¬ 
jority of the people in actual prac¬ 
tise, and with the existing excellent 
train service the government has 
strong competition. The long prairie 
distances are the heaviest argument 
against the air mail becoming self- 
sustaining. On investigation it has 
been found that under present use 
and conditions, it costs $37 per letter 
to carry air mail. Calgary sends two 
letter by air for every one sent by 
Winnipeg. 

“There will be no extension of air 
mail service this year and curtail¬ 
ment is a possibility.” 


This is not as tall growing as the 
cosmos, After danger of frost zin¬ 
nias, asters apd marigold, all of med¬ 
ium height, may be planted, and lor 
short stuff along front of borders, 
white alyssum, blue lobelia)and pan¬ 
sies may be chosen. 

-In planting sweet peas, the depth 
is important, to carry the roots 
through the hot, dry summer months 
The simplest plan is a trench two 
feet deep. In the bottom of this put 
a foot la\er of rotted leaves, manure 
or other vegetable refuse which tr.e 
roots can easily penetrate. Cover tills 
with two inches of garden loam. 
Plant the seed in this an inch deep, 
and four inches apart. ‘As soon an 
the plants appear about the top of 
the soil gradually fill in the trench, a 
half inch or so every week in order 
to develop further root growth. 

Sweet peas are a cool weather 
plant and if they are to keep bloom¬ 
ing in July and August their roots 
must be deep in cool soil.

Ocean space for shipment to Great 
Britain has been reserved by the 
council 'atld' the first shiprflefit of beef 
cattle to lqave the west under the 
auspices of the._council is scheduled 
from Calgary, April 9 sailing from 
West SR. John on April 16.

REVENUE SOURCES 
TO BE TAPPED 


National revenue is steadily de¬ 
creasing and new sources of revenue 
must be found. What these sources 
will be is not yet known, but the edi- 
oriat page of the Country Guide of¬ 
fers some suggestions.

New York Times Solves Problems of 

Employees. Requires Best, Gives 
Best 

What sounds like an ideal adminis¬ 
tration of a huge plant is told by the 
Left Hand Column of the Lethbridge 
Herald. It is a description of the 
New York Times regime: 

"The New York Times is a wonder¬ 
ful newspaper, probably the best in 
the world, when judged' from every 
angle. Its owner, Adolph Ochs, re¬ 
cently had something to say about its 
inner life in an address to the Hono¬ 
lulu Advertising Club. “We have 
3500 employees,” he said, “our pay¬ 
roll is more than $175,000 a week; 
we have more than 100 men whose 
salary exceeds $10,000 a year. We 
average about $50 a week for all the 
employees in th«- org&nijatiaa. Last 
year we spent more money our 
welfare work than the total .Business 
of the New York Times amounted to 
in 1896. We have all our employees 
under group life insurance. We have 
a pension system, by which, after 25 
years, a man can lie retired on 50 per 
cent, of his average annual salary 
for the past ten years. All the em¬ 
ployees have their full pay when ill 
for as many weeks as they have 
years in the employ of the Times. 
We have choral societies, dancing 
clubs, two weeks’ vacations, 1 and 
sometimes more. We have a well- 
equipped hospital, doctors and nur¬ 
ses, and no one is in the employ of 
the New York Times who hasn’t had 
to go through a medical examination 
—all of this free of expense to the 
employed.”

PRODUCE MORE 

THAN WHEAT 

Eastern Canada has taken note of 
a speech made in the House of Com¬ 
mons recently-by B. M. Stitt of Nel¬ 
son, Manitoba. From him, they learn 
ed that the new hinterland of the 
West longsidered barren, is a land 
of great potentialities. It is bringing 
fresh money and a brand new indus¬ 
try to the West. 

Last November the Flin Flon was 
brought into production, and has 
already shipped out 247 cars of bli¬ 
stered copper and zinc. It is pro¬ 
ducing at present $30,000 worth of 
metal a day. The new town of Flin 
Flon at the smelter has a population 
of 1500 people. This is new money 
for Manitoba. 

The Sherrit-Gordon also came into 
production recently and is producing 
500 tons a day. 

In addition to mining there is also 
forestry. The Pas has a lumber mill 
producing 3,000,000 feet per week. 
There is spruce as far north as Mile 
300 for pulp and paper. The Churc¬ 
hill and Nelson rivers have 3,000,000 
horsepower waiting development. 

Mr. Stitt also is emphatic as to the 
leasibiliy of Fort Churchill as a ship¬ 
ping port and the value of the Hud¬ 
son Bay route. He says: “Scores of 
craft have been taken in by this 
route by the department of railways 
and canals, with few casualties. I 
have been told by shipmasters that' 
they would rather take a ship into 
Fort Churchill than into Montreal. 
That Is what they think of the perils 
of the Hudson Straits. I have receiv¬ 
ed opinions from about fifty sea cap¬ 
tains and they agree that the aver¬ 
age season of navigation will be from 
seventeen weeks to four and one half 
months.” 

If Mr. Stitt is dnywhere near the 
mark, the Churchill route will be a 
shipping port for Europe not only 
for Western Canada but for the 
North Western States.
